ORDER 

Based on the evidentiary, hearing held on August 14, 2006, and for the reasons stated in 
open court, it is hereby ORDERED that: 

1) The government's motion [# 141] to admit evidence of other crimes pursuant to 
Federal Rule of Evidence 404(b) is GRANTED, but the Court will reserve ruling on the 
government's Rule 609 motion. 

2) Defendant Jones' motion [#155] to discover the identities of each confidential 
informant is GRANTED IN PART, and the government shall disclose the identity of all 
testifying witnesses and provide all Giglio information to defendants on or before September 29, 
2006. 

3) Defendant Jones' motion [# 147] for a bill of particulars is GRANTED IN 
PART, as to the first request in accordance with paragraph 2 above, and DENIED IN PART as 
moot with respect to the remaining requests because the government has agreed to provide the 
requested information. 
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4) The parties shall file an amended joint voir dire by September 1 1 , 2006.
